Mr, Armstrong read also a statement of the 
doings of Charles the Catholic Priest, at Hilo - also 
of a Priest at Kohala, and further Mr. Bonds letter 
of August last, explaining upon the subject of 
Catholic complaints, showing, if true, very imprudent 
and improper conduct on the side of the Catholic 
Party.

The British Consul General came in and said to 
the King. I have received the interrogatories which 
you made to me and have put on paper what seems to me 
a suitable reply. He then read his paper and remarked, 
that he did not anticipate any hostilities on the part 
of France, and consequently could not speak with that 
expectation in view. In conversation with Ir, Perrin 
today he had learned that the partiality of the govern- 
ment was deeply felt by France, as is like wise the 
case with England, ‘and this is the real sine of all 
the difficulty. The King is not to blame for this 


partiality, it is his Government. He, the Consul had 


resided here seven years under credentials which 


requested the King to give credit to whatever he 
might say on the part of his Government, but he never 
was allowed to speak to the King. Had he been 
permitted he would have mentioned many instances of 
ill treatment of foreigners by this Government, 

The Consul said he did not agree with !r,Wyllie 
on the subiect of Diplomatie interference, such 
interference was very cormon, he had known of the 
interference of France in 13 instances, of Englard 11, 
of the United States 9; in cases where a clear act of 
injustice had been committed.

Gen Miller replied, The King knows the Joint 
Engagement of England and France and form his own eon- 
clusion. It is not for me to utter a word that will 
tend to throw the Islands into the arms of another, l 
warn vou against Annexation to the United States, or a 
Protectorate,particutarly the former. 

The Premier then remarked,you are probably under 
a mistake as to the object of this conference, The King 
did not send to you to enquire respecting annexation 
to the United States. We wish to devend (lean) upon 
Great Britain, our ancient friend,and to hear from you 
some word of encouragement that we will be protected 
in time of danser
